Fifteen or elsTeen years ago compan- 
Ica bad t>et*o promotsd In British Cui- 
unibiM whU'h had not ths slightest 
ch^^v* of ever bmsMnIng paying propo- 
sitmne; when the cv»liapae came ths 
good name of ths province suffered in 
consequmco t>f the d>*predations of Ir- 
rgiipoiisible p**rer>na 

"We «H»gHt to try.** he continued. 
conserve a reputation )n British lk>tum« 
bla for square dimMhg; to work only 
on the basU of actual facta** 

He referred briefly to the Ksmloops 
end (Mrlboo district where the miner 
ptoncera were celebrating the jubilee 
of ths sarly dtacoverleo. Though 
death had laid Its heavy hand upxin 
the great ma>>r.lty of the phmsera. yet 
the people of tltfs province would re- 
jotes to know ihsl still a goodly com¬ 
pany had managed to g a ther tn^^kther 
to commemorate Ibetr early struggles, 
and to renew old frtandshlpa made 
when they had beea pathrtnders In lbs 
arduous days of ths opening up of Ihs 
Cariboo road. 

The department ot mines bad Issued 
a pamphlet In which ths story of the 
grand* ritruggle was told convincingly 
yst concisely, and he hoped thqt It 
would form a very Interestiag souv - 
nlr to add to tho large number which 
must already hava been gathered to¬ 
gether. He paid brief tiibaths to the 
imst work of ths prsaldsht and asers- 
tary <ft Tbs InsiUuts of mines, and 
trusted that lbs members would And 
their deliberations of the next few 
days fruitful of axcMlent results. 

Ifon. William Templsman. 

Hoa. Wro. Templemon expraaasd him-' 
self as extremely honored to-bs allowed 
tbs privilege of saying a word or two In 
connection with ths mining Institute, 
which organisation he looked upon ss 
ths most Important oonnsrted with this 
particular branch of labor In ths Do¬ 
minion. During his rsglms aa minis¬ 
ter In ths fe d eral houas he had much 
to do with mining, and had coafsrred 
often and to good advantage with 
member s of tbs mining Institute. 

With regard to Ihs mining law, Mr. 
Templsmaa aald that ths bill eras now 
ready. But for ths unfortunate dts- 
turbnaos of pollticsd affaira that law 
would now hnvh bsen an accomplished 
f«ct. He thought ths measure would 
meet the vtewa of the mining people 
of Canada, for ft had been prepared 
by a committee of gentlemen who had 
studied the question profoundly In or¬ 
der to mnh# It the last word la mining 
regulatlona. He appreciated extreme¬ 
ly ths work of ths mlnitui Inatltuls'. II 
bad l>een ths power behind the throne, 
ths powsr bsbind all the progreesive 

I ' movements In mining legislation which 
had aver been mads. 

He appreciated the presence In Vic¬ 
toria of the members of an Institution 
i trhich represented e>mc-tlrallr all the 
j prtMntnent engineers end f in 

I the Dominion As Ihs |»remier has 
aald. there was no Industry ileaen*- 
ing itf cm'furagement. and It behooved 
the prt>v1nce to do Its level best to 
further chat industry. Hoiur of the 
gehllemen fr<»m the Baat were old 
friends of his. and he was anxbms to 
extend whatever help either tn their 
deliberations or In viewing the city 
that hs poMiUty could. 

The only regret that he had was 
that he had not been aple to flnlab the 
sork Inuf rantemptiTed. anif 
work that he had In hand when tn of- 
Aoa. *rboce was much atlU to bs duas 
that hs wnould havs llksd Co have 
dona, but tbers ware good mlalng men 
In ths present government and they 
arould BO doubt aas that everything 
that Mw>uld bs dons wan done. 

The Mayor. 

Mayor Bechsrlth mad# a brief speech 
of welcome to Ihe Aral gathering of Its 
kind on tbs PaclAc Const, and thought 
ths reodssvous a AtUng one, aa It waa 
hera that ths old mlnara had assembled 
la tha early days to go -to ths Cariboo 
country, and ths southeastern portion 
of Vancouver Istand had been a base of 
uperatloaa for many years. Hs could 
not speak with much authority on the 
subject of mining; and ths only part 
that hs had taken In It was that of 
helping to promote Itthograpblc estab- 
llahmenCa. He'expresasd the cordial 
wish that ths stay of ths membsra of 
the Institute In ths etCy wmiM bs 
found to be helpful, and their nveettngs 
proAtaMe. 

J. J Rhalkrgga. 

la extending a welcome for the Vic¬ 
toria board of trado. Mr. Rhallcruaa said 
that the room they were ta was ac¬ 
customed to ths discussion ol public 
auestkms. and ths present dsllbsratlons 
hs hoped would bs squally fruitful.

Dr. Bartow', la his Introductory re¬

AM« and tntelitgent prospectors were 
covi^tag Ihe hugh lerrilury, and f>n- 
tsrlo’s production fi»r this year would 
bs forty mllllona 

' The advanee of the coal Industry In 
Alberta had hem. amasing. With the 
advent of new and great Mlway's, 
fresh discoveries which xrould stimu¬ 
late mlalng Industries la British Co¬ 
lumbia were Inevitable. 

Ifaving summed up the record of the 
provinces the chairman went on to 
show that geobiglstf and mtneralogtsta 
had much In common, and that the 
former had done much towards the de¬ 
velopment of Ih^mlnvrals of the coun¬ 
try. Briefly he ^^'spltulaied the work 
of the Oeological Hurvey. and showed 
that more work was being done by 
them In this province than anywhere 
else In Canada. 

Towards the end the session a 
slight discussion took place as to the 
advisability of advising Ihs Dominion 
government that It would 'bs to the 
IteneAt of the mining Industry espet t- 
ally, sad the country generally, to ap¬ 
point a s eparate minister of mines tn 
ths ea b lnet.

A raouluUon to that affect was pro¬ 
posed by Wlllism Rutton. seconded by 
i*hsrtss Urahsm, and wm» carried un- 
anlmoualy. It was also suggested that 
the secretary write a circular letter te 
ail the Western members (»f the Insti¬ 
tute. advising them of the step that 
was being taken and asking for their 
hearty support.
